T he railroad bill as it was reported 
to the sen ate contained provisions re­ 
lating to stocks and bonds. They pro­ 
voked a good deal of debate, but owing 
to the inability of senators to effect a 
com prom ise they were dropped out of 
the m easure. 
An effort will now be 
made, using the house sections as a 
basis, to draft a provision relating to 
stocks upon which the conferees may 
agree, and which will m eet with the 
approval of the house. 
W h eth e r the 
conferees will be able to come to g eth ­ 
er on this proposition rem ains to be 
seen. 
T he earn est wish of the presi­ 
dent th a t som ething shall be done in 
this particular will have g reat weight 
with the conferees. 
T he house provisions relating to rail­ 
road securities are drastic. T hey give 
the in terstate com m erce com m ission 
close supervision over the issuance of 
all forms of stocks and bonds. 
They 
provide in the first place th a t no rail­ 
road corporation "shall h ere after issue 
for any purpose” any stocks, bonds, 
notes or o th er evidences of indebted­ 
ness to an am ount 
exceeding that 
“which may from tim e to tim e be re a ­ 
sonably necessary." 
T h e am ount of securities to be is­ 
sued is to be determ ined by th e in ter­ 
state com m erce commission, "and any 
sale of said securities shall be at a 
price not less than their reasonable 
value,” which is to be fixed by the 
commission. 
Railroads desiring to issue securi­ 
ties are required ^o file application so 
to do with the cofhmission, stating to 
what purpose the proceeds are to be 
put. 
It is further provided that, in the 
case of a railw ay m erger or consolida­ 
tion, the stock to be issued by such a 
corporation "shall not exceed the fair 
estim ated value of the properties of 
such consolidated corporation." 
Section 18 of the house bill pro­ 
vides th at “any director, officer or 
stockholder who willingly and wilfully 
a ssen ts to or concurs in any issue of 
securities forbidden by the act, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10,000. or im prisonm ent not longer 
than three years, or both.”
